Newton Knows Its Rights 


Liberty the library 


For an example of how the intangible 
conflict between individual liberties and 
national security plays out in real life, 
look no further than Newton. Here, in 
this city of less than 84,000, law- 
enforcement power was checked — but 
not hindered — by elected officials seek- 
ing to protect their citizens’ right to privacy. 

Here's how it unfolded: around 11 am 
on January 18, Brandeis University 
officials received an e-mail threat to 
their Waltham campus; by 2 pm, police 
had traced the threat to a computer in 
the Newton Public Library. 

Around 2:10, according to mayoral 
spokesman Jeremy Solomon, the US At- 
torney’s Office called Newton mayor 
David Cohen, asking for permission to 
seize the public computers to aid in an 
investigation, broadly defined. They did 
not have a warrant, proof that a court 
has authorized, justified, and narrowed 
police actions. Let’s review: FBI agents, 
without a warrant, verbally requesting 
permission to take public computers 
without detailed explanation of their 
purpose in doing so. 

Uncomfortable with the request, Co- 
hen convened a group of advisers and at- 
torneys, and came up with a compro- 
mise. 

“1 said basically we would be happy to 
cordon off the area to preserve the evi- 
dence,” the mayor says. “We would use 
our IT staff to narrow down which com- 
puters might have been used, and we

would make sure that federal officials 
would have access to the library and be able 
to stay there after closing hours. But for us 
to release the computers into their custody, 
or to provide any personal identifying in- 
formation, would require a warrant.” 

The agents arrived at the library that af- 
ternoon. But it took until 11:30 pm for feder- 
al authorities to obtain the warrant Cohen 
requested, and by that time Newton’s IT 
workers had narrowed the suspect comput- 
ers down to three (out of 27). The agents 
then took those three computers for analy- 
sis. No perpetrators have been apprehended 
so far. And Newton officials — despite re- 
ports of some disgruntled police and federal 
officers (the Boston Herald quoted one law- 
enforcement agent close to the investiga- 
tion describing the situation as “a night- 
mare”) — say all's well that ends well. Since 
the debacle, local FBI spokeswoman Gail 
Marcinkiewicz has told several reporters 
that had there been any imminent danger, 
a warrant would have been unnecessary. 
She and Cohen have both said that the FBI's 
request had nothing with the USA PA- 
TRIOT Act, ostensibly created to help federal 
law-enforcement officials catch terrorists. 

“So often the debate comes down to 
you're either for national defense and public 
safety, or you're in favor of individual 

liberties,” says Cohen. “Well, I think 
in this case we showed that if you 
take a thoughtful approach, you 
can find common ground.”

Wendy Wasserstein, 1950-2006 


Wendy Wasserstein, who died Monday of lym- 
phoma at the age of 55, was a successful, commit- 
ted commercial playwright — Lillian Hellman with 
a sense of humor. She became a voice of her genera- 
tion when her Yale School of Drama graduate the- 
sis, Uncommon Women and Others, was produced Off 
Broadway in 1977 and then filmed for PBS with a 
cast that included Meryl Streep and Swoosie Kurtz. 
But she will be remembered for 1989's Pulitzer 
Prize-winning The Heidi Chronicles, whose uncompro- 
mising, if romantically beleaguered, art-historian 
heroine wonders where all the feminists have gone. 
“It’s just that I feel stranded,” she tells an alumnae 
group of “concerned, intelligent, good women” who 
are her peers. “And I thought the whole point was 
that we wouldn't feel stranded. I thought the point 
was that we were all in this together.” 

In The Heidi Chronicles and other works, Wasser- 
stein, who became a single mother at 48, addressed 
both the achievement and the melancholy of fe- 
male boomers who came of age around 1970, 


rejecting their mothers’ goals and then wondering 
whether they’d thrown out the baby with the bath 
water. She produced two books of humorous essays, 
Bachelor Girls and Shiksa Goddess, as well as the screen- 
play for the film The Object of My Affection; a novel, Ele- 
ments of Style, will come out this spring. But Wasser- 
stein made her boldest mark in the theater, where 
her box-office receipts, as much as her plays, made 
a feminist statement. In addition to winning the 
Pulitzer, a Tony, and the New York Drama Critics’ 
Circle Award for Heidi, she was nominated for a Tony 
for 1993's The Sisters Rosensweig, which the Hunting- 
ton Theatre Company successfully revived in No- 
vember. Wasserstein's most recent work, Third, was 
produced last fall at Lincoln Center. 

Critics have asserted that Wasserstein’s warm 
wit and deft one-liners sometimes tripped up her 
serious intent. But it was part of her achievement 
that she addressed feminist issues with such smart 
good humor when stridency was the voice du jour.

Boston Homicides 


DIETL 
TAKES 
THE BPD 


the Boston Police 
Department

Diet! — author, 
former New York 
homicide detective, 
analyst for MSNBC, 
frequent CNN guest, 
and Monday-morning 
regular on Don Imus'’s ra- 
dio show — plans to hold a 
press conference in Boston blasting the 
BPD for its work on a case he’s taken inter- 
est in: the prosecution of David and Paul 
Pepicelli for the 1999 North End murder of 
David Stivaletta. The Pepicellis claimed 
they were defending themselves against 
six attackers, but in 2004 a jury convicted 
David of manslaughter, and Paul of assault 
and battery with a dangerous weapon. 

“My partner John [Cutter] and I can 
say, professionally, that a horrible inves- 
tigation was done,” says Dietl, who runs a 
security consulting firm in New York. He 
agreed to review the case a year ago fora 
$5000 retainer, but is now pursuing it pro 
bono. “Maybe by me coming to Boston and 
giving my professional view, maybe it 
will bring some attention to the case.” 

Diet! is particularly critical of homi- 
cide detective Robert Harrington — who 
has since been promoted — and the way 
that ballistics evidence was collected and 
examined. Some ballistic evidence at the 
scene was not kept; the owner of one car 
with bullets in it was allowed to drive 
away. Two BPD ballisticians — Carl Wash- 
ington, now retired, and Jarmes O’Shea — 
both testified that they took no notes at 
the crime scene. The first ballistics report 
was not made for nearly three years — and 
a year after that, a second report was cre- 
ated, with different results, after O’Shea 
claims he noticed errors in the first re- 
port. “It’s ludicrous,” Dietl says of the bal- 
listics work. “They even had a theory that 
one bullet made a left turn down an alley.” 

The Pepicellis have just filed an appeal 
set aside the verdict, arguing that the 
violent background of Stivaletta and his 
friends should have been considered in 
trial. A hearing is scheduled later this 
month. 

But the meantime, the BPD better 
brace itself for the bombastic Mr. Diet.

“L usually stand out in a crowd,” Foley 
informs before meet. And 
does. Found alone the bathrooms 
the Milky Way the Jamaica Plain joint 
where spins old-school dance classics 
with five other Djs every Thursday for 
“Aquanet” the 30-year-old Boston Uni- 
versity grad decked out fingerless 
biker gloves, plaid pants, and teddy- 
bear-plush faux-fur coat. Hoop rings 
hook onto each nostril. tell you any- 
thing you want know: waist size, 
foot size, the color of my kneecaps,” Fo- 
ley offers once settle down table 
beside the booth. (For the record, they’re 
36, 12, and purple — cold weather turn 
his joints violet.) 

high school, Foley formed rap 
group called Falsehood that rhymed 
school dances and wrote lines like, “I’m 
dope that when smoke, blunts get 
high off of me.” Mister Jason, now of the 
Porn Theatre Ushers, became Falsehood’s 
Dj. They rapped Emerson’s WERS and 
opened for Coolio. But in 1998, six years 
into the game, Foley “just got sick hip- 
hop. I’m too old grab balls and talk 
about how good am.” 

From there, Foley, who works as a 
case manager for psychosocial services, 
taught himself drums and how pro- 
gram digital 12-track and over four 
years released four records rhymes, 
synths, and beats. There was Pu Pu Hot 
Pot (2003), named after the Central 
Square Chinese-food joint. (“I can’t be- 
lieve there’s restaurant called the 
Hot Pot blows mind.”)

tened after real place, specifically gro- 
cery store Foley photographed Route 60. 
(“I picture getting steak with pubic hair 
throw up.”) But few other song 
titles pretty much nail his attitude and 
aesthetic: “Wet Donuts,” “Cute Girls,” and 
“Yellow Panties.” 

Foley conceived the chorus arguably 
his best song new-wave synth-soothed 
proposition, “Naked 2Nite” while eyeing 
“hot punk-rock girls” the Paradise 
Lounge’s defunct hipster-dance night 
Start! In it, he reassures his self-conscious 
muse that find her stretch marks 
gross: “You’re insecure about your 
weight/A little junk inside the trunk 
great, baby/I just can’t wait.” 

“I’m always, like, flattered when some- 
one takes their clothes off around me,” 
says Foley. believe this person 
trusts me.

“Naked 2Nite” inspired Van

ing approach her. That one inspired 
follow-up: “Sweating Lesbians Again.” “If 
you're sweating girl that you know wants 
have nothing with you, that’s even 
better. There’s potential for reality.” 

For the last year, Foley’s been primarily 
Djing, mixing retro-dance classics 
places like the Milky Way and River Gods.

With all due respect to Isaiah (J.R.) Rider 
— the NBA's all-time arrest leader who 
solidified his first-ballot Sports Crime Hall 
of Fame status last week with a decisive 
post-retirement kidnapping bust — there 
really news sports this week that 
doesn’t involve the Super Bowl. 

The days leading kickoff have 
reputation for being fraught with terrible 
temptations for the highly arrestable ath- 
letes the NFL, but major criminal trans- 
gressions game participants are actual- 
fairly rare. (After the game another 
story — more on that in a moment). The 
only problem is, the stakes are high 
the Bowl that any player who risks team 
karma with high-profile pre-game arrest 
instantly branded with the Mark 
Buckner for all eternity, making these 
busts some the most famous the his- 
tory sports crime. 

Oddly enough, none the top three 
Super Bowl transgressions resulted 
actual arrests. The inaugural scandal was 
the notorious LEN DAWSON gambling flap 
Super IV, which NBC reported 
five days before the game that the Chiefs 
quarterback would called testify ina 
federal gambling probe. Although virtual- 
ly no new information other than this 
leaked out prior the game, the national 
sporting media ran and ran with the story, 
much that the Chiefs, gesture 
that has since become legend sports 
journalism, ordered five pounds 
shrimp rémoulade for the hacks staking 
out the team hotel. How did the story end? 
Dawson was never charged with any 
crime, and the Chiefs pasted the first of 
what would many demoralizing big- 
game whippings the Minnesota 
Vikings, winning 23-7. Dawson was the 
MVP the game. 

The next big Super scandal didn’t 
arrive until almost two decades later, 
when Cincinnati Bengals running back 
STANLEY WILSON proved the time-worn 
maxim: there’s such thing little 
cocaine.” Wilson broke curfew before 
Super XXIII, then returned his 
room and went sleep with what looked 
like the remains powdered doughnut

caked his face. Team officials broke 
into his room, found him passed out in 
a Tony Montana-like mound of prime 
shake, and left him there. Wilson even- 
tually left the room via fire escape 
and never played another game pro 
football. 

Former Oakland Raider BARRET 
ROBBINS was another big-game no- 
show, failing appear for walk- 
through the day before Super 
XXXVII. Robbins had spent the previous 
days testing the integrity the US- 
Mexico border stumbled between 
Baja and San Diego waking alco- 
holic coma, contemplating suicide. 
Robbins, who suffered from severe bipo- 
lar disorder, spent the day the game 
hospital and would eventually 
arrested for a series of bizarre crimes; 
was finally shot Florida police 
who caught him breaking into Miami 
office building. 

The only major Super scandal 
that ended arrest involved Atlanta 
Falcons safety EUGENE ROBINSON, one 
those perfect-toothed God-fearing 
sports-preacher types, who deliciously 
got himself busted for soliciting a $40 
blowjob (praise the Lord!) prior 
Super XXIII. Robinson skated 
the charge court, but the actual 
game bit in-route, allowing 
John Elway to hit his man (Rod Smith) 
go-route for the game-breaking 
touchdown. 

That’s about for pre-game transgres- 
sions. The real high-confidence arrest 
period comes during the post-game par- 
ties, when players and guests alike let 
their hair down. Post-game-party arrests 
include RAY LEWIS (the murder charge 
that briefly soured his endorsement 
career), Bengals tackle LEVI JONES (a bar 
fight few years back), and our own 
KEVIN FAULK, who was arrested 
bogus barrier-jumping rap after the 
heroic Rams game.

TALK ABOUT BAD MONDAY. THE MORNING JANUARY 30, TOM 
REILLY THE DEMOCRATIC ATTORNEY GENERAL AND WOULD-BE 
GOVERNOR MASSACHUSETTS WAS SUPPOSED FORMALLY 


announce that Chris Gabrieli, the wealthy 
Democratic activist from Boston, was join- 
ing his campaign candidate for lieu- 
tenant governor. Over span hours, 
however, the deal with Gabrieli had gone 
from probable definite nonexistent. 
Embarrassing enough, its own right. 
But coming the heels controversy 
over whether Reilly improperly intervened 
car-accident investigation Worces- 
ter County (see “99 and 44/100 percent 
pure,” News and Features, January 20), the 
Gabrieli gaffe seemed to be further proof 
that Reilly’s biggest selling point his 
electability —had been greatly oversold. 

few hours later, the state Reilly’s 
candidacy looked completely different. On 
Monday afternoon, word began circulating 
that Marie St. Fleur — a Haitian-American 
legislator from Boston, and arguably the 
state’s most promising young politician 
color had agreed jump into the lieu- 
tenant race Reilly’s preferred 
candidate. (Four other candidates had al- 
ready begun campaigning.) soon received 
e-mail from astute Democratic 


insider who’s supporting Deval Patrick, 
Reilly’s opponent, the Democratic 
primary. “With St. Fleur,” the insider 
wrote, “Reilly just won.” 


SMART THE SHORT TERM 
That may overstating it. But the 
short-term advantages Reilly’s al- 
liance with St. Fleur are undeniable. 
Gabrieli would have pumped untold mil- 
lions his own money into the cam- 
paign, which would have been boon 
Reilly ends facing deep-pocketed Re- 
publican front-runner Kerry Healey 
the general election. (See “The Price of 
Loyalty,” News and Features, April 2, 
2005.) But while Gabrieli smart and 
likable, his public charisma somewhat 
limited. Also, like Reilly, he’s middle- 
age white male. Most worrisome, was 
the Democrats’ LC candidate in 2002, 
when Shannon O’Brien lost the gover- 
nor’s race to Mitt Romney; as a result, 
voters could regard him political 
retread. 

partnering with Gabrieli would 


have been risky, standing pat after their 
deal fell apart would have been disas- 
trous. Reilly the current Democratic 
front-runner for concrete reasons, in- 
cluding his significant fundraising edge 
(nearly $3.7 million in the bank at the 
end of 2005, compared to just over 
$500,000 for Patrick), his strong name 
recognition, and his widespread support 
among establishment Democrats. But 
the perception that Reilly the candidate 
beat has self-perpetuating power 
its own and anything that under- 
mines constitutes serious threat. The 
botched deal with Gabrieli, coupled with 
the aforementioned Worcester County 
flap, raised questions about whether 
Reilly and his handlers have sufficient 
competence win tough general- 
election fight. Left unchecked, this 
skepticism could have hurt Reilly this 
weekend’s Democratic caucuses, where 
delegates the party’s June convention 
will elected. And uncertainty about 
Reilly’s competence continued festering, 
some Reilly’s establishment support- 
ers might have begun asking whether 
was such smart pick after all. 

Given all this, the St. Fleur pick 
seemed make sense. Aesthetically, St. 
Fleur far better fit than Gabrieli 
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and she survives the primary and 
joins Reilly the stump this fall, voters 
would see Democratic ticket that’s di- 
verse terms both race and gender. 
(Running with woman could also help 
Reilly pull undecided female voters from 
Healey.) Just important, St. Fleur’s per- 
sonal panache will leaven Reilly’s bland- 
ness soon the two begin stumping 
together. “She’s an enormously com- 
pelling speaker, and somebody go- 
ing ignite lot energy and passion 
the grassroots the Democratic party,” 
promises Steve Grossman, the former De- 
mocratic National Committee chairman 
and key Reilly supporter. 

Grossman believed, St. Fleur 
may even add some zest Reilly’s vanilla 
ways (my words, not his). “There’s a won- 
derful personal chemistry 
between Tom Reilly and 
Marie St. Fleur,” Gross- 
man says. “I’ve seen 
up-close and personal, 
and they’re great fit.” 
Best all, Reilly himself 
has been transformed 
his choice, at least in the 
eyes some spectators. 
“This gutsy, against- 
form kind move

LONG-RUN ISLATIVE 


Now the bad news: tap- 
ping St. Fleur may have 
been masterful short- 
term fix, but the long 
it’s going pose seri- 
ous problems for the Reilly 
campaign. 

Start with the Democ- 
primary race. St. 
Fleur might help Reilly 
pull some black party ac- 
tivists away from Patrick, 
although seems likely 
that race-focused voters 
would rather break the color barrier with 
Number One than with Number Two. 
(Massachusetts has never had black gov- 
ernor.) But any gains here could offset 
ill will from the candidates who 
were already the race. Undecided sup- 
porters these four Worcester mayor 
Tim Murray, former Center for Women 
Enterprise CEO Andrea Silbert, Stop 
Shop heiress Deborah and Co- 
hasset psychiatrist Sam Kelley might 
more likely favor Patrick than they were 
before. And the same goes for the candi- 
dates themselves. “If you’re out the 
trail with people,” says another Democrat, 
Silbert supporter who asked not 
named, “and they ask you about Deval 
Patrick and they ask you about Tom Reilly, 
never going over the top for 

That’s a minimal nuisance, however, 
compared with what will transpire Reilly 
wins the Democratic nomination and St. 
Fleur joins him the ticket. First, there’s 
the money problem. Right now, St. Fleur 
has meager $19,000 her political ac- 
count. Forget Gabrieli even estab- 
lished candidate like Silbert, 
over $400,000 far, has the where- 
witha! help Reilly get his message out. 
But because St. Fleur will have depend 
Reilly’s largesse she starts making 
her case voters, she’ll actually finan- 
cial drag the campaign.

Supporters the bill 
including Tom Reilly 
argue that these children 
penalized for 
their parents’ actions. 
But even the relatively 
liberal Massachusetts 
House, St. Fleur and oth- 
supporters couldn’t 
enough votes (57 
to the opposers’ 96) to 
pass the measure, let 
alone sustain likely 
veto Governor Rom- 
ney. And Massachusetts Republicans are 
confident that this issue will politi- 
cal winner for them come Election Day. 
After Reilly’s choice St. Fleur became 
public, one Republican insider seemed 
positively gleeful about the prospect 
highlighting her legislative roots and po- 
sition on in-state tuition. “When you're 
picking number two,” said, “one 
the usual rules thumb that you pick 
someone who, they’re not necessarily 
going help you, they’re also not going 
hurt you. And this has lot more po- 
tential hurt Reilly than help him.” 

Consider the source, of course. But it’s 
clear that Reilly took big risk this week. 
And Wednesday’s revelations about St. 
Fleur’s problems with unpaid taxes and 
student loans could bring abrupt end 
whatever positive buzz her alliance 
with Reilly created. Maybe, and St. 
Fleur are running together come fall, the 
candidates’ modest roots both are chil- 
dren immigrants who grew 
working-class homes will serve the De- 
mocrats well. After all, Healey, whose 
current affluence tends trump her 
modest past, could good target for 
some well-waged class warfare. That’s 
best-case scenario, however. Given every- 
thing that could wrong, Tom Reilly 
may well wake the day after the elec- 
tion and wish he’d chosen Cnris Gabrieli 
afterall.

anticipated the breach the levees.” 

Last Friday, in the wake of another cata- 
clysm — this one man-made — the world 
was treated the president telling CBS an- 
chor Bob Schieffer that Hamas’s victory in 
the Palestinian elections was “lightning 
bolt” that “caught everyone by surprise.” 

Actually, there were some precursors to 
the geopolitical earthquake the Pales- 
tinian territories that saw Hamas win 
more than 132 seats parliament 
including a prescient June 9, 2005, New 
York Review of Books essay chronicling 
rising political fortunes and 
prophetic page-one Boston Globe photo 
the day before the balloting, showing sea 
of green-capped Hamas supporters rallying 
politics, field organization and campaign 
“visibilities” can true predictor 
ballot-box strength. 

But the fact that Hamas’s big win man- 
aged catch politicians, policymakers, 
and the media surprise offers several 
lessons. One is the fallibility of those damn 
exit polls. Another the short attention 
span and strained resources Mideast 
press corps that, over the past two 
half years, had shifted focus from the 
Palestinian intifada to the Iraqi insurgency. 

But the biggest lesson of all — 
what is most worrisome and omi- « 
nous about the expressed will 
the Palestinian people that 
the vote casts doubt the princi- 
ples foreign policy and the 
Bush administration's compe- 
tence to carry it out. 

The competence problem, 
which Bush exemplified with his 
“who knew?” admission to Schief- 
fer, reared its ugly head again 
Monday. A front-page story in the 
New York Times included the damn- 
ing admission by Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice that the 
which traditionally acted the 
primary broker between the Pales- 
tinians and Israelis but dramati- 
cally downgraded that role during 
this administration was asieep 
the switch matter central 
to its foreign-policy interests. “I’ve 
asked why nobody saw [the 
Hamas win] coming,” Rice told 
the paper. “It does say something 
about not having good 
enough pulse.” 

even broader concern that 


the Palestinian election revealed funda- 
mental flaw in the nation’s neocon-driven 
post-9/11 foreign policy. The Bush White 
House has pushed the idea exporting 
elections panacea for the world’s ills. 
in getting just what it wanted — free and 
fair balloting the Palestinian territories 
— the president has unwittingly illustrated 
the problem with foisting so-called democ- 
racy places with such traditions. 

YOU ASKED FOR DEMOCRACY read the ironic 
headline in a Slate story analyzing the 
Hamas win. Now everyone across the globe 
wondering whether the prospects for 
Mideast conciliation just got knocked back 
generation two. 


PESSIMISM AND ANGER 

Thanks flawed exit polls and unforgiv- 
ing deadlines, many US newspapers ran 
the Palestinian version of DEWEY DEFEATS 
TRUMAN On the morning of January 26.

The next day, the shock the results 
became the story, not only the but 
around the world. HAMAS DEFIES ALL Opps, de- 
clared the banner headline the Turkish 
Daily News. HAMAS WIN STUNS WORLD, Said 
Toronto’s National Post. Echoed the 
bune Casper, Wyoming: HAMAS SHOCKS THE 
The Associated Press reported that 
even Israel security services projected 
narrow Fatah win the most likely result. 
And along with numbing surprise, came 
initial wave foggy uncertainty about 
the implications. 

Ata press briefing the day after the vote, 
Bush seemed genuinely torn message 
and tone, and ended emphasizing the 
flowering Mideast democracy rather than 
status terrorist group, one that 
talks openly about the destruction Israel. 

The elections “remind about the 
power of democracy,” he rhapsodized. 
“When you give people the vote ... 
they’re unhappy with the status quo 
let you know. That’s the great thing about 
democracy. provides look into society.” 

Some the commentary broached the 
idea that the election gave reason for hope, 
if not optimism. An analysis in Time maga- 
zine online argued that with Hamas likely 
concentrate initially ending 
corruption and restoring “law and 
order,” the new government could 
carry out “precisely the reforms 
long demanded the and Is- 
rael — 
ensuring accountability and trans- 
parency government, and rein- 
ing the militias.” provoca- 
tive headline that heightened the 
ambiguity surrounding the elec- 
tion results, a piece posted on the 
Web site the liberal Israeli daily 
asked readers DOES HAMAS 
STILL WANT YOU DEAD? the sugges- 
tion being that the answer might 
no. more conventional view, 
which appeared the January 
editorial page the New 
struck somber tone but held out 
that fork-in-the-road scenario 
concluding “Hamas has a choice 
between governing and terror.” 

Not everyone, of course, 
thought so. Writing January 
for the online version the New 
Republic, Yossi Klein Halevi 
warned that “the celebration 
murderers religious 
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Martyrs and educational role models, pro- 
moted by both Fatah and Hamas, has now 
reached its inevitable conclusion the 
national suicide the Palestinian people.” 

Within a few days, it was Halevi’s an- 
gry pessimism that became the more dom- 
inant theme. And the time the Sunday- 
morning TV talk shows rolled around, offi- 
cial reaction the Hamas win had 
hardened and congealed. 

A parade of lawmakers and officials — 
from Democratic senator Joe Biden and Re- 
publican Senate majority leader Bill Frist 
to White House counselor Dan Bartlett — 
made the rounds to hammer home the 
idea that, in Biden’s words, “not a penny” 
aid would heading Hamas-led 
regime that did not renounce its desire 
away with the Jewish state. 

On CNN’s Late Edition, 
Wolf Blitzer’s interview 
with Hamas co-founder 
Mahmoud al-Zahar was 
ominous-sounding 
throwback to the days 
before the Oslo Accords. 
Israel’s acceptance 
two-state solution 
“fabricated story” anda 
“political threat,” Zahar 
declared. Its real goal, 
asserted, is to establish a 
State between the Nile 
River Egypt and the 
Euphrates River Iraq. 

As Israel’s interim gov- 
ernment responded with 
its own increasingly tough 
talk toward Hamas 
regime, the January 30 
New York Times included 
Rice’s admission that the 
White House had been surprised the 
election results. Providing further evi- 
dence for John F. Kennedy’s observation 
that victory has a thousand fathers, while 
defeat orphan, the Times piece cited 
unnamed “American officials” blaming 
Palestinian president Mahmoud Abbas for 
allowing elections proceed without first 
disarming Hamas. 


CAREFUL WHAT YOU WISH FOR 
Two days after the Hamas win, Boston Globe 
cartoonist Dan Wasserman depicted Is- 
raeli, a Fatah member, and a Hamas fol- 
lower all reading newspaper headlines that 
Said HAMAS WINS, WILL FORM MAJORITY, and 
MUST GOVERN. “Oh, No!” fretted the con- 
cerned Israeli. “Oh, No!” wailed the defeat- 
Fatah man. “Oh, No!” gulped the victo- 
rious Hamas operative. 

The idea that the outright capture 
majority seats was not Hamas’s fondest 
wish has been frequent more nuanced 
theme the analysis since last week. 
Writing for the National Review online, 
Emanuele Ottolenghi, who teaches Israeli 
studies at Oxford, said, “Hamas’s favored 
outcome was not victory, but strong 
showing” that would leave opposition 
but able exert effective veto power over 
Fatah negotiations with Israel. “What victory 
does Hamas put the movement into 
impossible position.” 

Even the prescient New York Review Books 
analysis by Hussein Agha, a long-time 
participant affairs, 
and Robert Malley, Bill Clinton’s special 
assistant for Arab-Israeli affairs, concluded 
that “Hamas has neither plans for immediate 
rule nor answers the basic questions that 
governance would Should 
assume power, international backlash 
likely occur and Palestinian living condi- 
tions are virtually certain suffer.

It is a view that pits him against so- 
called foreign-policy realists who believe 
more stable alliances than ballot- 
box surprises. the Washington Post point- 
out Saturday, that vision has been 
put to the test by the electoral success of 
“Islamic parties hostile interests” 
Iraq, Iran, and Egypt. 

Never before has the fundamental clash 
between the Bush administration’s values 
and interests been more clearly highlighted 
than it was last week in the West Bank and 
Gaza. And that accounted for Bush’s initial 
flowery tribute Palestinian democracy, 
before the administration’s 
more belligerent bearing 
toward Hamas kicked in. 

It’s not so much, crit- 
ics contend, that the 
wrong advocating 
free and fair elections. 
It’s that the White House 
has erred pushing elec- 
tions societies with lit- 
tle underlying 
foundation democratic 
values and institutions. 

Speaking PBS’s 
NewsHour, Khalil Jahshan,

Authority to conduct a lively and nonvio- 
lent election campaign with high voter 
turnout, But where will that success 
lead? The Israel establishment has 
always been suspicious of all this talk 
about the ‘democratization’ the Middle 
East and chose pursue more ‘realistic’ 
approach: Let them have their suitable 
dictator can have our reliable 
partner.” (It’s worth noting that the two 
neighboring countries make real 
peace with Israel, Egypt and Jordan were 
led, respectively, by a dictator anda 
monarch who most likely circumvented 
the will of the citizenry.)

“Il watch the news every day and you hear 
how many people are getting injured and 
killed overseas,” says Galaburda, who is su- 
ing the DoD with other plaintiffs for deny- 
ing gays and lesbians the right to serve their 
country. (See “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell Comes 
Under Fire,” This Just In, December 17, 
2004.) “And I look at myself, and with all of 
this training, I’m just sitting here. It’s kind 
of amazing to me, that they say that they 
don’t want us over there when you look at 
how strapped our forces are.” 

the more than 10,000 gay and lesbian 
service members who have been fired under 
DADT since 1993, 244 were health-care and 
medical specialists, according to a report re 
leased this month by the California-based 
Center for the Study of Sexual Minorities in 
the Military, research branch the Uni 
versity of California. They are surgeons, 
dentists, nurses, pharmacists, lab techni- 
cians, and general physicians — all of whom 
received their military medical educatior 
with taxpayer money, and some whom 
had been enlisted for more than 15 years. 
They’ve all been discharged, even as Ameri- 
can soldiers fight Iraq and Afghanistan, 
and the DoD struggles meet recruitment 
targets. (See “Come Die in Iraq,” This Just In, 
December 2, 2005.) 

This isn’t the first time seen the 
dangerous consequences this flawed poli- 
cy. Last year, General Accounting Office re- 
port showed that DADT was costing the mili- 
tary millions dollars, and draining its 
forces highly trained troops 
37 Arabic translators, among other linguists 
(see “Getting the Boot,” This Just In, March 
11, 2005).

CPT Recupero stands ready, willing and able 
serve our nation uniform.” 

The DoD claims that the presence ho- 
mosexuals in the military threatens “unit 
cohesion.” But with an estimated 65,000 
gays and lesbians currently serving the 
armed forces, that claim grows more dubi- 
ous by the day. 

“There are always people who will come 
forward, saying this or that anecdote, say- 
ing there’s some social tension, some ha- 
rassment,” says Nathaniel Frank, senior re- 
search fellow at the Center for the Study of 
Sexual Minorities in the Military. “But there 
is no scientific evidence that the presence of 
known gays itself impairs cohesion.” 

In fact, medical personnel may be espe- 
cially vulnerable the consequences the 
policy, Frank says, given the military’s em- 
phasis “team training.” 

“Which harms unit cohesion more?” Frank 
wonders. “Yanking medical professional out 
of the group or letting gay service members 
serve and treat their wounded comrades?” 

The DoD maintains that firing 244 
medics over years drop the bucket. 
(“These discharges comprise very small 
percentage the total, and should 
viewed that context,” Pentagon spokes- 
woman Lieutenant Colonel Ellen Krenke 
wrote e-mail response when asked 
about the health-care discharges; it’s the 
same response she gave the Associated 
Press, which first reported the University 
of California study last week.) Indeed, 244 is 
miniscule number when compared with 
the entire number troops Iraq (about 
150,000), and it’s only about three percent 
all DADT victims. 

But some politicians say that just one 
medical administrator, one surgeon, or one 
environmental-health professional too 
much waste, especially during wartime. 

“Under the flawed ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ 
policy, letting people with critical 
skills that are important fighting the war 
on terror,” says Democratic Massachusetts 
Tepresentative Marty Meehan, whose Mili- 
tary Readiness Enhancement Act would re- 
peal DADT and replace with nondiscrimi- 
nation policy. “If a soldier is injured on the 
battlefield and medical personnel have the 
ability save that soldier’s life, they don’t 
care what that sexual orientation is.” 

Public-opinion surveys show that per- 
cent the American public, and the majori- 
junior enlisted service members think 
DADT should overturned. Meanwhile, 
DoD administrators admit that they are 
falling short their recruitment goals; more 
than percent today’s medical troops are 
reserve soldiers, Why not plug that gap with 
professionals who want there?

have soft spot for Café Pompeii, because 
it’s where had first cappuccino. I’m 
still talking about it. Well, not continuously, 
but was part long evening conver- 
sation during which shredded match- 
book and rearranged intricate pat- 
terns. the time, decades ago, thought 
was very exciting date.

Recent owners Café Pompeii decided 
to keep the long hours, but they've added a 
liquor license and real food. Although 
many North End restaurants don’t serve 
dessert, the theory that you can walk 
espresso bar bakery for that, Pompeii 
already was espresso bar, they offer 
dinner and dessert. That must great 
comfort after midnight, but I would need 
several old-school cappuccinos make 
that late.

WHEN YOUNG PROVIDENCE JOURNAL REPORTER WAS POISED REVEAL 
THE ALL-MALE MEMBERSHIP THE NARRAGANSETT LIONS CLUB LAST 
YEAR, SIT WELL WITH LEAST ONE MEMBER. THE 


subsequent story recounted, Democratic 
Town Committee chairman Gene Wills 
visited the Wakefield news bureau 
and warned the scribe not to mention the 
absence women, implying that doing 
might cost him his job and diminish 
advertising for his employer.

As Alex S. Jones 
and Susan Tifft recount The Trust: The 
Private and Powerful Family Behind The New York 
Times (Little, Brown and Company, 1999), 
“When the New York Post scored the Times 
for singling out family member for spe- 
cial treatment, the Times countered that 
considered the birth ‘news.’” 

After summer 2002 internship the 
Times-owned Press Democrat Santa Rosa, 
California, young Sulzberger graduated 
from Brown, where concentrated po- 
litical science, and joined the Journal as a 
two-year reporter-intern mid 2004. 

staffing, was among six reporter-interns 
whose jobs were made permanent when 
the intern program was suspended Jan- 
uary. probably makes somewhere 
the neighborhood of the $44,000 earned by 
a first-year Journal staff reporter. 

Media critic Ben Bagdikian, who report- 
ed for the Providence Journal in the mid-2oth 
century, recalls how some publishing fam- 
ilies sent their heirs the paper for sea- 
soning, “because was place where peo- 
ple did lot shoe-leather reporting, cov- 
ering municipal courts and municipal 
meetings, and having close supervision. 
was considered place where you would 
learn thorough reporting, because that 
time, unlike the present, the Journal had 
bureaus the state Rhode Island.

Despite years of cost-cutting measures, 
the Journal retains enough its strong 
journalistic tradition to compare favorably 
with newspapers of similar size, and even 
some larger ones.

“Punch” Sulzberger, cut their teeth at 
smaller papers away from New York 
would alight there. 

Reporter Tracy Breton, a member of 
the four-person investigative team, 
recommended Sulzberger for the paper af- 
ter he impressed her as a student in the 
advanced feature-writing class she teach- 
es at Brown. “He’s a very understated type 
of guy,” she says. “You wouldn’t know 
that he’s from the family that, you know, 
whose father the publisher the New 
York Times. has this very nice way 
talking with people and getting them 
feel comfortable with him. He’s very curi- 
ous about a lot of issues. He was hard- 
working as a student” — pursuing extra 
interviews for pass-fail assignment, for 
example, when many his peers were 
partying during senior week — “and I 
think brings that into the work that 
does at the paper.”

Because Punch was the first pub- 
lisher since Adolph Ochs come his 
post blood relative rather than 
son-in-law, would never suffer his fa- 
doubts about being ‘the man who 
married the boss’s daughter.’” 

comparison, Arthur Sulzberger 
Jr. went through more extensive and far- 
flung training before becoming publisher 
in 1992, although his recent tenure has 
been beset series extended contro- 
versies particularly the fabrication 
scandal involving Jayson Blair and the 
criticism that Judith Miller operated with 
inadequate oversight that have marred 
the paper’s reputation and sparked ques- 
tions about his leadership. Even when 
the Times broke the story the Bush ad- 
ministration’s warrantless wiretapping, 
faced scorn for holding the story for 
close year. 

Ken Auletta wrote the New Yorker 
December, “These newsroom crises have 
come when the Times can least afford them 
during period technological and eco- 
nomic uncertainty that has affected the en- 
tire industry. The Times’ stock price fell 33.2 
percent between December 31, 2004, and 
October 31, 2005 — sixty percent more than 
the industry average, according Merrill 


Lynch newspaper analysts. The operating 
profit of the Times Company has also 
slipped each the past three years. Ow- 
ing the cost fuel, newsprint, and em- 
ployee benefits, expenditures are increas 
ing between four and five percent year 
and revenues by only about three percent, a 
senior Times corporate executive says.” 

But Auletta also reported that the 
Times — whose educated readership is 
highly appealing advertisers one 
the few American newspapers with 
consistent circulation gains. Also, the 
paper’s online edition “is the world’s 
most heavily trafficked newspaper Web 
site.” Despite such assets, though, he 
questions whether the Times will be able 
generate the necessary Web revenue 
support the paper’s $200 million news 
budget and withstand related ques- 
tions from Wall Street. 

Alex S. Jones, a former Times reporter 
who directs the Shorenstein Center on the 
Press, Politics, and Public Policy at Har- 
vard’s Kennedy School of Government, is 
more sanguine about the paper’s long- 
term outlook. “I think the New York Times 
has been taking some pretty heavy blows, 
but I believe the institution is so extraordi 
narily important and that the family cul 
ture is so extraordinarily strong that in the 
long term the Times will prevail,” Jones 
says. “I think they’re having a rough patch 
at the moment.” 

When it comes to succession 


, jones 
says, “I think this new generation, the 
generation of Arthur Cregg Sulzberger, is 
being given a much more sort of orderly 
and structured opportunity than the fami 
ly [previously] had in place. As I under- 
stand it, everyone the family who wants 
to get a crack at a job in the company will 
get a chance. But the value system in the re 
family is that you really have to earn it, a 
and part that starting somewhere else 
and proving yourself somewhere else be- 
fore you come to the New York Ti ra 
Jones believes that Arthur Sulzberger 
Jr. will ultimately be succeeded by one of 
his cousins, his son, or one of his son’s 
many cousins, “I think that the prospects 
of a member of the family being the 
chairman and publisher after Arthur Jr. 
are very great,” he says. “I think that is 
the tradition of the family. I think the 
stewardship that needs to be in family 
hands. At the same time, that is 
premised the idea that there some- 
one worthy.” 
Asked about young Sulzberger’s 
prospects for one day ascending the pub- 
lisher’s office, Auletta says, “My own sense 
that it’s too early burden the young re- 
porter with the question of, ‘Are you going 
to succeed your father?’

Panic! the Disco and The Academy make major indie bang

ome young bands dream of 

the day they'll write that 

one song — a beautiful, 

searing bundle of truth 

that persuades parents to 
have kids, inspires armies to stop 
ing, and conjures puppies and 
kittens from thin air. If they've al- 
ready written it — like, say, Foghat 
with “Slow Ride” — they probably 
remember the day it spilled forth 
as a Momentous occasion, one on 
which it became clear that pursu- 
ing career music might 
worth the trouble after all.

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Remix revolutions 


Britney, Beck, Bloc Party, and more

or decades now, remixes have been 
a tool to get pop songs into dance 
clubs. By plugging in a bigger beat, 
ng a phrase or two, and 
adding echoey effects and dramat- 
emixes can turn even the sim- 
pop ditty into a dance-floor epic. The 
unique began as part of the studio cul- 
ture of Jamaica, home of the dub, and 

S y, helping to ignite the disco 
craze and adding a marketable edge to post- 
punk England and America. (Dance remix- 
es of early tracks by U2, for example, were a 
common commodity.) But it was when 
hip-hop and urban R&B reached their apex 
that the remix — or multiple remixes — be- 
came an integral part of the mainstream 
pop lexicon. Remixing remains an art, but 
the remix itself has evolved into a powerful 
commercial tool. By hyping an already 
hyped artist, the right remix can be a ticket 
multi-platinum millions. 

The current wave of remixing really be- 
gan when Jennifer Lopez’s third album, 
2002's J. totha L-O! (Sony), became the first 
full-length album remixes top the pop 
charts. The blueprint was set: label could 
take tracks that had already been recorded 
and paid for, hire a team of the hottest pro- 
ducers work their magic, and repackage 
already familiar material as a“new” album 
for the fraction the cost having the 
artist record album actual new materi- 
al. Jazz labels like Verve and Impulse caught 
wind the concept and raided their vaults; 
been releasing remix after remix 
CD for the last few years. (Verve is already up 
to Volume 3 of its remix series and has com- 
piled them all in a box set.) And certain 
artists have naturally gravitated toward 
remixes: dance divas from Madonna to Brit- 
ney Spears target club DJs with special 
remixes of their hits, and singer-songwrit- 
ers like Sarah McLachlan straddle the radio/ 
club divide offering beefed-up dance ver- 
sions selected tracks clubland. Simply 
compiling Spears or McLachlan remixes on a 
full-length collection for mass consumption 
is a no-brainer. And since those remixes are 
officially licensed by the record company to 
begin with, there are rarely any legal hurdles. 

Madonna, it turns out, hag never put out 
an official collection of her club remixes. 
She’s owned the dance floor since 1980, but 
over the course of that quarter-century she’s 
accrued multiple label imprints, contracts, 
and legal agreements that would make 
comp like Madonna: The Greatest Remixes a near 
impossibility. Sarah McLachlan, however, 
has been with Arista in the US her entire ca- 
reer. The Canadian has also maintained a 
relationship with her home country Net- 
twerk Productions out of Vancouver. It’s the 

sort situation that facilitates collection 


like her recent 10-song 
Bloom: Remix Album 
(Arista). The disc frames 
her zthereal voice in 
trance grooves. Bhangra- 
jungle guru Talvin Singh 
retools “Answer”; yawny 
downtempo dudes Thiev- 
ery Corporation tackle 
“Dirty Little Secret.” But 
it’s the trance produc- 
tions that make the most 
of McLachlan’s vocal tal- 
ents. Tom Middleton’s 
mix of “Vox,” one of her 
earliest songs, may 
bit simplistic, but its 
charms outweigh its 
shortcomings. Gabriel 
Dresden’s treatment of 
“Fallen” aptly named 
the “Anti-Gravity Mix”: 
the track hovers for well 
over seven minutes with- 
out ever quite touching 
down, vocal edits weav- 
ing through effects like 
birds through clouds. 
also get Black Eyed Pea 
will.i.am’s mix of “Just 
like Me,” which includes, 
we're told, “Interpola- 
tions” from the song 
“Cat’s in the Cradle.” Not 
sure what that means. The most intriguing 
track comes courtesy Domino recording 
artists the Junior Boys. Those droll indie- 
rock darlings (and fellow Canucks) filter 
“Fumbling Towards Ecstasy” through their 
synth-heavy, slo-mo disco sound great ef- 
fect. Rarely has McLachlan sounded this hip. 
Britney Spears and hip DJs have a love/ 
hate relationship, but that doesn’t stop the 
pop-tart princess from roping some clever 
cats rework some her biggest tracks 
the new Bin the Mix (Jive). A rumored DFA 
remix is absent, but recent Vice signees Jus- 
tice fit Spears into their trademark cut-up 
electro jam quite nicely.

JAH WOBBLE 
FOLKING AROUND 


Jah Wobble had done nothing more than the 
throbbing, dub-enormous bass line “Public Im- 
age” — something he did in 1978, shortly after picking the 
instrument still worth his weight gold. 
But he’s done plenty: hits with Sinéad O’Connor, collabo- 
rations with Brian Eno and Can’s Jaki Liebezeit, an album 
of Blake’s poetry, all the while mining deeper into his ec 
centric, whimsically globalized groove. And now, God 
bless him, he’s turned his large and restless mind to folk. 
His English Roots Band, who played the Middle East 
downstairs last Friday, consisted Wobble bass, gui- 
tarist and drummer, and two female folksingers. There 
was supposed piper, too, but got held im- 

migration — or so Wobble told us at the end of the set, ac- 
knowledging that the presence of a piper was “right im- 
portant for folk band, but there are.” 

Wobble music, with its exotic tints and maternal bottom 
end, seems to have had some success with the jam-band 
crowd: there were some silly hats in the audience, some 
writhing Deadheads, couple apprentice bellydancers. 
The Wob himself, pleasing contrast, was all poise and 
nattiness — silver-gray suit, tipped-back Trilby, lusciously 
Windsor-knotted tie. His bass lines are immanent, part 
the world. Softly the triplets boomed out — buh-buh-buh, 
buh-buh-buh — and Wobble’s little punk-rock eyes, set 
deep in a broad and mask-like face, would close as he 
passed through boredom into nirvana. And when 
stepped the mike You” and gave forth 
in his own celestially inadequate voice (a flat snarl, with 
the cockney vowels combed into strange Easternness) 
with “No lahn-gah drrrenched shame! Ah’m not numbed 
out any-more!”, there was choice but applaud wildly. 

The results of the Roots Band’s dub-folk experiment 
were more mixed. Liz Carter, who took most of the vocals,

E.S.T. — a Swedish piano trio — have been coming 

on strong in the jazz press and with audiences for 

the past few years. At their Scullers show a week ago 
last Tuesday, one young Swedish audience member 

— a Berklee student — told me that back home they’re 
famous and tickets to their shows are a hot commodity. 
They’re still not so big here, but filling Scullers to two- 
thirds capacity Tuesday night isn’t nothing. 

E.S.T. — the Esbjérn Svensson Trio, named for 
their pianist leader — like static harmonies, folkish, 
“romantic” melodies, the occasional rock beat, and 
good sound. Scullers, they deployed electronics 
subtly. (Everyone played “acoustic” instruments, but 
modified with various effects, and Svensson credited 
their sound man in his band introductions.) They're 
identified press releases pop band who play 
jazz,” and Svensson has said that Radiohead and 
Wilco have been more of an influence than contempo- 
rary jazz what does. was surprising 
hear their first tune, after opening with a folk-like 
piano melody, slip into Thelonious Monk’s Mean

playing much from their new Viaticum 
(215 Music) was impeccable. They like setting 
propulsive cross-rhythms and pulling off impressive 
feats stamina. one piece, Svensson’s left hand and 
Dan Berglund’s bass played very fast six-beat ostinato 
precise unison and held while Svensson played 
slow-moving figures his right hand and drummer 
Magnus Ostrom kept fast, flat patter his closed 
hi-hat. Berglund, seated, took an exciting bowed bass 
solo, modulating dramatically in the E.S.T. fashion, 
then plucked another solo with some effects that his 
bass sounded like a rock guitar. There were occasional 
free-tempo spacy passages, some whooshing electronic 
atmospherics, some bongs and bonks on Ostrém’s 
pitch-altered small gongs, and even some jazzy piano 
runs and up-and-down sequences. Every romantic crest 
was executed with perfect ensemble synchronization. 
the end, though, this was “beautiful music,” rich 
those atmospherics and admirable its team play, 
but bit bland.

years since Ludacris first introduced 
his extended Disturbing Tha Peace 
crew on Golden Grain.

closely follows last year’s near-per 
fect I Have the Room Above Her, with Joe 
Lovano and Bill Frisell. This time 
out, Motian has a septet of two 
tenors (Chris Cheek and Tony Mala- 
by), three guitars (Steve Cardenas, 
Ben Monder, Jakob Bro), and bass 
(Jerome Harris). If that suggests a 
hellacious all-over blowing session, 
forget about it. These 14 pieces (only 
two of them more than five minutes 
long) swing with sublime quietude, 
lucid. They're detail-filled minia- 
tures, always focused on melody and 
ensemble balance, guitar and sax 
lines gently overlapping, everyone 
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forceful but no one feeling the need 
to shout. (Only Motian comes close 
— ina succinct, ebullient drum solo 
on Monk's “Evidence.”). Meanwhile 
there are the tunes, starting with 
the opening, mournful, rich horns 
on Mingus's “Pithecanthropus Erec- 
tus” and then his classic “hit single,” 
“Goodbye Porkpie Hat.” There's a 
handful of gem-like Motian origi-

The latter is 
no surprise to the folks who've been 
packing his Monday-night residency” 
at Toad for years — though those 
shows are often dominated by his 
eclectic repertoire of cover tunes. This 
album, his second, brings his lyric, 
composing, and vocal skills to the 
fore, framing them in arrangements 
dominated by his acoustic guitar and 
dobro. The playing is spare and ex- 
quisite, Gearan supported by fellow 
journeymen including Steve Sadler 
on guitars, banjo, mandolin, and ac- 
cordion, Sean Staples on mandolin, 
and Jim Fitting (the Coots, Treat Her 
Right) on harmonica. His “Just like 
Diamonds” and “Flicker” gleam with 
the hope of joy and aspiration, and 
the title track is about finding com- 
fort in love.

Perhaps 
some feature filmmaker could render 
these tales with the poignancy, irony, 
and depth that Walter’s well-intended 
but superficial account lacks. 

Sanders has none the cinematic 
ambitions Errol Morris, whose The 
Thin Blue Line (1988) addressed similar 
topic and sprang Randall Adams from 
death row Texas. That’s not necessari- 
bad thing her goal not drama- 
tize single case but explore entire 
issue.

THE MOVIE AND THE REALITY 


Last week, the vice-president the 

National District Attorneys Association 
wrote a breathless op-ed in the New York Times. 
The recent television and Broadway programs 
about exonerations of the wrongly convicted, he 
complained, misled the public into thinking that 
“every year an alarming number of people in this 
country are wrongfully convicted.” In fact, wrote 
Clatsop County (Oregon) District Attorney 
Marquis, “only 14 Americans who were once on 
death row have been exonerated by DNA evidence 
alone. The hordes Americans wrongfully con- 
victed exist primarily on Planet Hollywood.” 

the recent Broadway hit The Exonerated 
(now traveling) and the new ABC television dra- 
Justice give Marquis cause for concern, then 
director Jessica Sanders's 95-minute documen- 
tary After Innocence will surely draw his ire. In ad- 
dition chronicling the difficult transition ex- 
onorees face back into non-prison life, After In- 
nocence demonstrates that wrongful convictions 
extend beyond the death-penalty cases that have 
captured the media’s and the public's attention. 
The film reveals a few of the causes from which 
wrongful convictions stem, causes ranging from 
inadvertent but common errors in eyewitness 
identifications (especially by victims in interracial 
rape cases) to callousness by judges and prosecu- 
tors to knowing obstructions of justice by police 


and prosecutors more interested in closing cases 
than in punishing the truly guilty. 

The movie paints a visceral and disturbing 
cinematic portrait of our criminal-justice system 
action. Yet anything, After Innocence under- 
states the problem. Although the film spotlights 
the severe problems of eyewitness 
identifications, other structural deficiencies re- 
main unexamined or understated. The Bill of 
Rights may provide for certain procedures for 
holding theoretically fair trials, but all of the pro- 
cedural rules imaginable cannot ensure accurate 
verdicts in a system marked by rampant deficien- 
cies and inequities. 

The cases portrayed in the documentary are 
the tip ugly iceberg. Despite the recent pro- 
liferation cases involving exoneration DNA 
evidence, the overwhelming number wrongful 
convictions remain hidden in the dark corners of 
our prison system because of an absence of sci- 
entific evidence. If eyewitness identifications 
have been proved notoriously unreliable where 
later-discovered DNA proves them in error, one 
shudders at the number of cases without scien- 
tifically verifiable evidence where such identifi- 
cations were the sole basis for conviction. 

Consider, too, the other techniques, barely 
(or not at all) touched upon in the movie, re- 
sponsible for putting defendants into prison 


even onto death row without any DNA to test: 
the testimony of rewarded or threatened 
snitches and jailhouse informants; “expert” 
evidence and other species of “junk science” 
provided by charlatans employed by state and 
federal law-enforcement labs; the suppression, 
by crooked or simply careless police and prose- 
cutors, of evidence that, if known to the jury, 
would have ensured the acquittal of the defen- 
dant; incompetent defense lawyers; false con- 
fessions extracted through trickery brutal 
physical harm or threat of harm; racial and eth- 
nic prejudice ingrained in certain segments of 
the law-enforcement community; incompetent, 
naive, uninterested, or simply vicious trial 
judges. The list goes on. (Those with an inter- 
est in going beyond the movie should pick up a 
copy Actual Innocence: Five Days Execu- 
tion, and Other Dispatches from the Wrongly 
Convicted, Barry Scheck, Peter Neufeld, and 
jim Dwyer, published by Doubleday in 2000. 
Scheck and Neufeld, founders of the Innocence 
Project at Cardozo Law School, appear exten- 
sively in the film.) 

After Innocence accurate, sobering de- 
piction of a thin slice of the criminal-justice sys- 
tem and its discontents. It must be seen. Yet it is 
not nearly the whole story.

®© THE BIRDPEOPLE | 2005 | The 
Birdpeople doesn’t have much to do 
with birds or people, but it does pro- 
vide a good look at Michael Gitlin’s 
filmmaking pretensions. The bird- 
watchers, bird banders, and bird 
collectors whom he portrays show 
about as much life as the mounted 
avian specimens that share the 
screen with them. The reasons so 
many people are drawn to birds 
emerge in blurred montages of 
voiceover comments — words like 
“beauty,” “obsession,” and “free- 
dom” fall like so many bird calls, 
unappreciated and unheeded. In- 
stead of pursuing these cues, Citlin 
imposes his own pseudo-poetry 
(“When we look at you and you re- 
turn the look what are you looking 
at?”) and stylistic posturing. This 
gets especially frustrating when he 
focuses on the ivory-billed wood- 
pecker’s presumed extinction and 
turns its story into a coy pastiche. At 
times he does achieve some formal 
beauty — a kaleidoscopic version of a

| Heidi Ewing & Rachel Grady’s doc- 
umentary follows a handful of at- 
risk but promising pre-adolescent 
boys for two years to the Baraka 
School, a no-nonsense institution in 
the wilds of Kenya. Some boys show 
remarkable progress — but what ex- 
actly happens? The filmmakers peek 
into some classes where rote-like vo- 
cabulary drills take place. They fol- 
low as teachers apply tough love 
and new-agey buzz words to steer 
their wards from violence to “appro- 
priate” ways of dealing with differ- 
ences.

2005 | Ang Lee’s “gay cowboy 
movie” actually has less sex than 
the average PG-13 film about hetero- 
sexual love, Lut a consummate per- 
formance by Heath Ledger and Lee's 
limpid, unmanipulative direction 
make it an affecting tearjerker. It 
opens with a wordless mating 
dance as cocky kid Jack Twist (Jake 
Cyllenhaal) and a worried-looking 
Ennis Del Mar (Ledger) wait to ap- 
ply for a job herding sheep for the 
winter.

What's hidden in Michael Haneke’s 
film is the meaning of the video- 
tape images that someone is send- 
ing anonymously to Parisian couple 
Georges (Daniel Auteuil) and Anne 
(Juliette Binoche). Could it be Majid 
(Maurice Benijou)? The orphaned 
son of Algerians working on 
Georges’s family’s farm, he was an 
unwelcome presence in five-year- 
old Georges’s life, so he was taken 
away.

Georges’s 
flashbacks to a sinister scene with 
Majid and a hatchet and the pres- 
ent-day snatches of conversation 
between him and the now broken 
Majid suggest childhood terrors 
and sadistic games.

of the Shrek films, has hardly put 
the auteurist stamp on the material 
that Peter Jackson did with 
Tolkien's trilogy, but he hasn't 
screwed it up, either.

time. But whereas Kahn's production 
glued its one-acts together by means of a 
Williams impersonator, SpeakEasy offers 
the soulful Eric Rubbe as the young writer, 
clinging to his innocence even as he sur- 
renders it in These Are the Stairs You Got To 
Watch and Vieux Carré, and the sublime 
William Young as a forgotten poet re- 
nouncing rediscovery in Mister Paradise. In 
the evening’s most moving work (and the 
only one besides Vieux Carré have been 
seen before), the Pinteresque Imagine 
Tomorrow, the two stand-ins come together

The play’s 
Amanda figure well acted Trinity Rep 
stalwart Anne Scurria, with a mix of faux 
gentility and true grit, and Mary Klug tops 
her addled-factotum turn in Stairs with a 
subversively subservient one as an elderly, 
put-upon maid. 

Those two glimpses of sensitive youth 
give way scene from Vieux Carré, which 
is based on Williams's early-1930s awak- 
ening in the New Orleans neighborhood 
of the title. Edmiston says he wanted to 
include the vignette, in which Rubbe 
plays the Writer to the predatory yet com- 
panionable tubercular artist Will Mc- 
Garrahan, because it marked Williams’s 
first depiction of sexual intimacy between 
men. But Vieux Carré was first only in the 
sense that was produced. Around 1960 
the author had written the other show- 
piece of Five by Tenn, And Tell Sad Stories of the 
Death Queens, which while leading 
its punch-line variation on Richard II tells 
the Blanche DuBois-esque tale Candy 
Delaney, a New Orleans decorator who 
likes bring home rough trade and dress 
up in drag with, predictably, violent re- 
sults. outwardly one-note-belligerent 
Christopher Brophy telegraphs the brute 
sailor’s inward confusion, and the excel- 
lent Allyn Burrows proves dapper yet 
feminine Candy. 

Irish explorer Tom Crean was not just a 
cool customer but a cold customer, bellying 
the bar Antarctic adventure not 
once but three times. And he tells all about 
it in Irish-born writer/performer Aidan 
Dooley’s engaging one-man show Tom Crean 
Antarctic Explorer (presented Sigan The- 
atre Company at the Boston Center for the 
Arts through February 11). Suiting up in 
wind-breaking Burberrys beneath a beach 
ball of a moon and a hovering sledge, Doo- 
ley suggests the Annascaul publican that 
Crean became after surviving two attempts 
the Pole with Robert Falcon Scott and 
one with Shackleton. Vigorous and 
little sly, Dooley’s Crean acknowledges the 
audience from first last, serving 
pair harrowing adventures they 
were bar nuts. Freeze-dried bar nuts,

Crean is also the subject of Michael 
Smith’s 2001 tome Tom Crean: Unsung Hero of 
the Scott and Shackleton Antarctic Expeditions. 
And the Irishman, despite having been 
awarded the Albert Medal for gallantry, 
less well known than the Brit explorers 
under whom he served. Dooley’s terse ex- 
planation: “No diary — forgotten.” It’s a 
lapse the performer, who toured Ireland 
four times with his show and won the 
Best Solo Performance Award for its 
debut at the 2003 New York International 
Fringe Festival, intends rectify even 
means going against one aspect 
the real Crean’s grain. The retired explor- 
er rarely tooted his horn or told his tale, 
partly out of modesty, partly because 
when he retired from the British navy 
and returned to County Kerry in 1920, it 
was the heat the Troubles and asso- 
ciation with anything English, however 
heroic, could get man killed. 

Not that iron man Crean shrank from 
that which could get man killed. Hav- 
ing gotten his polar feet wet the Discov-

Dooley’s Crean 
sets the stage demon-

Then, mix- 
ing wit and folksy pas- 
sion into an ambulatory 
documentary, 
carries through the 
adventure of Terra Nova, 
when Crean wept at be- 
ing left behind 145 miles 
from the Pole (the five 
who continued died) to 
slog 800 miles back 
base camp with just two 
fellow travelers. When 
the commanding officer 
collapsed with scurvy, 
Crean walked miles 
hours with bliz- 
zard at his back, 
fortified with nothing 
but sheer will and 
chocolate, to alert res- 
cuers. That’s what won him the Albert 
Medal. Endurance got both moun- 
tain and glacier named for him when 
Shackleton’s transcontinental explo- 
ration went cropper and he, with Crean 
right-hand man, got all men the 
expedition out of the brute Antarctic after 
months, several spent floating north 
ice floe while subsisting diet 
seal and penguin. 

Dooley’s performance, which 
fierce and whimsical not without some 
cliché the writing, Crean’s polar 
adventures come to vivid life, from the 
repeated bashing seemingly unbreak- 
able ship against unmovable glacial im- 
pediments the teasing behavior 
Shackleton’s cat goading chained-up 
dogs. (Eventually the dogs, each one 
savored by name, join the seals and 
penguins dinner.) Toward the end the 
performer’s words start tumble over 
one another, but it hardly matters. He 
just seems as exhausted as Crean must 
have been before finally retiring balmy

Conscience pushes people extremes 
Sam Shepard's Simpatico. De- 

vanaughn Theatre's production (at the Piano 
Factory through February 12) takes us ona 
joyride down freeway paved with betrayal 
and deceit. Our escorts are souls who have 
cracked from guilt and aimlessness. We're 
thrilled by the trip's speed and the risks it 
take — largely the result of Shepard's shrewd 
grip American vernacular and his fascina- 
tion with the dismal state of American 
morality. But the awkwardly crafted script 
delivers suspense that vaporizes rather than 
combusts. We're on a race to a vacant !ot 
rather than to any gratifying destination. 

The 1994 play is like a postscript to the 
writer's more psychologically textured and 
visceral True West, in which he nails the an- 
tagonistic dynamic between the primitive 
social outcast and the ambitious if conven- 
tional climber. This time around, that 
conflict erupts, with the muted intensity 
a film noir, in the realm of California thor- 
oughbred racing. Unkempt, whiskey-swig- 
ging, quasi-delusional hooligan Vinnie (joe 
O'Connor) scrapes by on hush money sent to 
him by childhood pal Carter (Angelo K. 
Athanasopoulos), a con-man-turned-corpo- 
rate-drone who married girlfriend 
and fled to Kentucky. Twenty years earlier, 
the two pulled off scam that toppled 
horseracing kingpin, Simms (Phil Thomp- 
son). Carter visits Vinnie and offers a large 
sum for incriminating evidence that will enable 
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Carter to bury the swindle in the tomb of the 
past. Enter Cecilia (Susan Gross), the super- 
market clerk with whom Vinnie has a histo- 
ry, though he's cryptic, even untruthful, 
when speaks about her. Eager and naive, 
she's roped into the scheme to obtain infor- 
mation from Simms, and their encounter is 
the production's high point. Thompson de- 
livers a robust, self-possessed performance 
the lecherous fallen bigshot, the only one 
who benefitted from the long-ago scandal. 
The cast sling the rat-tat-tat dialogue like a 
tennis foursome volleying at the net, but in 
the first act, under jeannie-Marie Brown's 
dithering direction, they appear as unclear 
about their characters’ inner drives as we are 
about the details the convoluted ploy. 
Extremity also what Diane Edgecomb 
aimed for in her solo show Restraints, which 
wrapped up its world-premiere run at 
Charlestown Working Theater last weekend. 
It's billed “an imagistic journey along the 
boundaries of madness and spiritual tran- 
scendence,” and there were moments when 
the Grotowski-influenced Edgecomb con- 
veyed the precariousness unstable hu- 
man balancing on sanity's tightrope. But for 
the most part the event was self-indulgent 
pageant. Rumi's poetry, nursery rhymes, 
acts of aberrant eroticism, straitjacket 
stunts, and clumsy Cirque du Soleil-style ac- 
robats went into the blender, and out came 
gooey potion unsuitable for consumption.

DANCING THE MUSIC? 


MARK MORRIS AND GEORGE BALANCHINE 


Seeing Mark Morris Dance Group do 

erato here in Boston two Fridays back and 
then New York City Ballet perform George 
Balanchine's Concerto Barocco and Sym- 
phony in C the following evening in New 
York was reminder that the two 20th- 
century choreographers most noted for 
their use of music couldn't be more differ- 
ent. Morris celebrates; Balanchine strives. 
Morris is loose and floppy, Balanchine dis- 
ciplined and precise. Balanchine choreo- 
graphs for adults, or sometimes angels; 
Morris choreographs for children, rather 
for the inner child in us all. 

LAllegro is an odd duck of a dance, de- 
scended from Milton's 1630ish poem pair 
“Allegro” and “Ii Penseroso” by way of 
the 1740 Handel oratorio that interwove 
their verses and added the end recon- 
ciling “Moderato” section set to a text by 
Charles jennens. Morris does just the “Al- 
legro/Penseroso” part with two numbers 
from Handel's “Moderato” thrown in; he 
could as easily have omitted them and 
called his dance LAllegro ed il Penseroso. 
Still, as Debra Cash noted in a WBUR arts 
blog last week, American critics have been 
canonizing this paean to the human spirit 
since its 1988 Brussels premiere. “The 
piece pours forth treasures,” Croce 
summed up. Joan Acocella spoke of the 
finale as bringing us to “a realm of rapture 
that recalls Dante and joyce.” 

Always emphasized is Morris's incredi- 


ble variety of movement. That would in- 
clude running, jumping, hopping, kicking, 
bowing, swiveling, turning and reverse- 
turning, rolling, sliding, going to ground, 
and running off stage different direc- 
tions, in unison and in canon, on the beat 
and off, upstage and down. the kind 
movement that makes audiences think 
they could get up on stage and do it 
themselves; conjures children’s games 
and the jubilant dances of the Peanuts 
gang. It’s anonymous, communal move- 
ment for boys and tomboys; the girls, for- 
mer Phoenix dance critic Laura jacobs has 
written in the New Criterion, remind her of 
Anybodys in West Side Story. There's no 
meanness, no darkness, no individuality, 
not even the kind you see in a communal 
dance like Twyla The One Hun- 
dreds. 

LAllegro high-class illustration 
two poems: the Graces, the pen- 
sive nun, the sweet bird, the hunting 
hounds, the cricket on the hearth all come 
to vivid life. Even when setting classical 
music with no text, like Bach's C-major 
Cello Suite, Morris tends to be literal; in 
Barbara Willis Sweete's film of the mak- 
ing Falling Down Stairs, you can see 
him choreographing with the score his 
lap. Balanchine doesn’t illustrate, he 
translates. It’s not that the movement in 
Concerto Barocco doesn't “listen” to the 
score of Bach's Double Violin Concerto, 
but where Morris predictable, Balan- 
chine is surprising, even quirky. The two 


ballerina soloists Concerto Barocco rep- 
resent the solo violins sometimes but not 
always; there's no musical equivalent for 
the male soloist in the second movement, 
or for the way he disappears and the sec- 
ond woman soloist comes on briefly (to 
warn the first?). 

Morris gives comfort-food dance; 
Balanchine is Jacob wrestling with the an- 
gel. Nancy Reynolds in Repertory in Re- 
view describes Concerto Barocco as “a bal- 
let especially for the legs and feet.” Balan- 
chine all about legs and feet, about 
limbs and appendages galvanized the 
center of the body and reaching, reaching, 
reaching. The original version his 
Square Dance, another dance set to 
Baroque music (Vivaldi and Corelli), has 
Elisha Keeler calling, “Now keep your eye 
Pat [Patricia Neary]/See what she 
at/Watch her feet go wickety-wack.” 
feet never wickety-wack; they 

In the Balanchine Library video essay 
on “Attitude,” Merrill Ashley demon- 
strates a back-attitude position from the 
slow movement of Concerto Barocco, the 
free leg bent at a 90-degree angle, knee 
lifted hip level, back straight. It's nei- 
ther natural nor easy, the human body 
stretched into an ideal vision of itself. And 
when Jeffrey Edwards turns her in that 
position, with Gordon the pi- 
ano, in a 30-second excerpt, | wouldn't 
trade for all

Back 2001, the artist Dana Schutz had 
the deliciously harebrained idea paint 
“The Last Man Earth.” She christened 
him Frank, invented a tropical wilderness, 
marooned him there, and, figuring herself 
“The Last Artist Earth,” began paint 
him “from observation.” 

Frank, as Schutz imagined him, is a 
stoned dope, sunburned pink (with glops 
paint congealed here and there like scabs) 
with pig nose, chapped lips, stringy yel- 
low hair and beard, eyes zonked out 
ignorance-is-bliss stupor. saunters 
everywhere naked, with respectable 
He’s bit like the Tom Hanks char- 
acter Cast Away but he’s not doing nearly 
well. The longer you stare these paint- 
ings, the more Frank seems tired, beat. 
Something’s not right. The more you look, 
the more you worry about the poor guy. 

Previously Schutz had painted goofy 
portraits, pictures mannequins, the in- 
sides made-up terrariums, and hapless 
sculptures based descriptions friends 
told her about works they’d made school 
(“the death rock and roll” symbolized 
cockroach spiked onto 
phonograph). The ones I’ve seen repro- 
duced were okay. But this Frank thing, all 
zany hokum, seemed unleash her imag- 
ination and ground her work. Her tech- 
nique wasn’t that different (and it’s on- 
ly gotten better since), but it gave her 
something chew on, namely the End 
the World. 

lot were thinking about the end 
the world right about then, after Sep- 
tember 11. And such thoughts continue 
color our lives, even it’s only the blurry 
background. Schutz listens reports 
war and calamity around the globe on NPR 
she mixes her colors, and then rock and 
hip-hop she paints late the Sug- 
arhill Gang. The works curator 
Raphaela Platow has collected for “Dana 
Schutz: Paintings 2002-2005” 


Rose Art Museum are Goya’s Disasters War 
cheerful Starburst candy colors. 

Schutz jetted from her Brooklyn 
home help with the hanging. Her buzz 
precedes her the New York Times throws 
around phrases like “art star” and “one 
the most sought-after artists her genera- 
tion.” I found the 29-year-old, a slender 
woman with wavy brown hair, back 
room rummaging through the museum’s 
collection, looking for inspiration. Her best 
paintings charm with hot, emotionally 
charged colors, jaunty arrays shapes, 
blissful disregard for proper anatomy, and 
brisk, loose brushwork. And though she 
talks about distorting perspective and flat- 
tening the picture plane and other meaty 
formal considerations, she never seems to 
take all that seriously. painting 
Frank wandering absent-mindedly through 
broad-leafed jungle features nipples erect- 
two squirts paint that poke out half 
inch. Another canvas marked here 
and there round gobs paint that 
Schutz hurled across her studio see what 
would stick. 

Back September 2001, while working 
toward master’s degree fine arts Co- 
lumbia, Schutz went meet one her 
teachers. She’d gotten copy The Worst- 
Case Scenario Survival Handbook, and they dis- 
cussed her idea take the book’s diagrams 
like instructions how fight bear

and elaborate them her 
paintings. “That was Septem- 
ber 10, and really changed the 
next day. had these ideas 
before, but...” 

the Frank paintings pro- 
gressed, she’d dismantle her 
Frank-enstein man and reassem- 
ble his parts morbid still life 
flesh-mud-and-stick re-creation 
rockers Kim and Kelley Deal 
out the woods somewhere (The 
Breeders). The Deal sisters and tall painting 
Harvey (50 Foot Queenie), her arms like 
wads gum stuck together, her legs frail 
sticks jammed into red stiletto heels, sug- 
gest someone stranded without her iPod 
the middle nowhere trying soothe 
herself conjuring her favorite tunes. 

This turn led Schutz’s series Self- 
Eater paintings, which bug-eyed charac- 
ters devour themselves. Devourer, 
panicked nailbiting has gone 
horribly awry and she’s gnawing off her 
fingers, blood dripping down her arms. 
New Legs, nude blonde has lost her legs 
(“she ate them”) and molding herself re- 
placements out mud (her?) shit. 
Happy, a blonde’s nude torso has been 
turned Swiss cheese and her long E.T. 
fingers bent painful directions. Schutz 
sees these auto-cannibals regenerative, 
devouring sac- 
rificing parts 
themselves 
build anew, 
“self-improve.” 
can’t get 
past the eyes 
they’re fey, shell- 
shocked. They’re 
happy only be- 
cause they’re not 
feeling anything. 

Schutz then 
began explore 
collaboration. 
the giant, fantas- 
tic Civil Planning, a 
pair smokers 
loiter the 
shade jungle 
edge while the 
right zombie- 
like Self-Eater at- 
tacks half-built

shelter and on the left someone gathers 
dismembered legs, arms, brain. Limbs 
and skeletons (in iconography the 
building blocks of society) litter the bottom 
corners. the bare hills the distance 
artist paints, and bloody naked wretch- 
es, missing arms legs, scamper about. 
The smoking woman the right wide- 
eyed and freaked out, urgently jabbering 
her companion, who stares down, piles 
pebbles, appears ignore her. Collabo- 
ration and communication devolve into 
chaos and threat. 

Other paintings find the countryside 
menaced roving feral gangs corporate 
honchos (Men's Retreat), red-flag-waving Re- 
publicans (Party), and elementary-school 
girls group these pink-faced lasses 
surround yellow bed strewn with the 
bloody limbs and viscera what remains 
another girl the largish canvas Surgery. 
They stare down her while three 
them, sporting surgical gloves, pick and 
poke at her brains, her heart, her leg. 
They’re outside the grass and the colors 
are sunny and friendly, but the sad, 
stunned expression the face the “pa- 
tient” and the calm orderly deliberation 
the “doctors” are terrifying. These little 
girls seem devoid of any sense that their 
play has turned to torture. Run away! 

Sometimes it’s hard tell what’s going 
amid all Schutz’s charging brushwork. 
The back story can become ludicrous, and 
sometimes Night Day the paint- 
ings flop. But this work filled with ex- 
citement, ambition, and promise. The 
question Schutz keeps fretting over what 
does art the end the world. “If 
were the last people, what would the func- 
tion art be?” It’s variation question 
that gained new immediacy after 
September 11: in times like these, why 
does art matter?

The pages historian Taylor Branch’s 
third volume his parallel biography 
Dr. Martin Luther King and the civil- 
rights movement turn heavily. Branch’s 
prose remains compelling, his facts are 
packed with the alluring blend vivid 
detail and wise analysis, and yet 
know that it’s all heading to the balcony 
of the Lorraine Motel in Memphis, where 
King was felled assassin’s bullet. 

King’s death casts a shadow over these 
did over the heart America. 
You can argue the nation has never recov- 
ered from the murders of King, John F. 
Kennedy, and Bobby Kennedy — assassi- 
nations that stole what innocence we had 
left as a nation and introduced the bitter- 
ness of cynicism to our ideals of domestic 
freedom speech and protest. 

King had chinks his personality. His 
vanity and his philandering are explored 
in Branch’s earlier volumes. But his con- 
victions and his public acts heroism 
and decency the face poisonous re- 
sistance overshadow them. In the coda of 
At Canaan's Edge, Branch offers this eulogy: 
“King himself upheld nonviolence until 
was nearly alone among colleagues 
weary sacrifice. the end, resisted 
incitements to violence, cynicism, and 
tribal retreat. grasped freedom seen 
and unseen, rooted in ecumenical faith, 
sustaining patriotism brighten the her- 
itage his country for all people. These 
treasures abide with lasting promise from 
America the King years.” 

Today that promise remains 
unfulfilled, and those treasures are 
spurned our generation national 
leaders. For that reason, Branch’s trilogy 
crucial social history. Race and class 
are the bottom-line issues all Ameri- 
can politics and economic policy. 
need look farther than New Orleans 
see how far haven’t come since the 
civil-rights years. And the Branch books 
are potent reminder how much even 
one person can accomplish. that re- 
spect, King personified the American 
Dream, and that’s why a piece of it died 
with him. 

Branch won Pulitzer Prize for Parting 
the Waters (covering 1954 to 1963), which 
was followed Pillar Fire. Those books 
wend their way through King’s college 
years, courtship, and early days the 

pulpit, well his galvanization 


activism. We see the development of his “I 
Have Dream” speech and the strategy 
the children’s marches and the Mississip- 
harrowing from the start, King 
ready under cloud death threats be- 
gins gearing for the march Selma, 
Alabama, where the bloody force directed 
his pedestrian armada attempted 
cross the Edmund Pettus Bridge 
voters’-rights demonstration finally fo- 
cused the eyes of the world on America’s 
racial struggle. 

Another important theme of these 
books the balance between faith and pol- 
itics. Although some his ministers 
threatened to abandon the principles King 
upheld, he remained unshaken — even as 
walked the valley death his 
conviction that religion invitation 
freedom, not mandate restrict it, and 
that equal votes were the earthly equivalent 
equal souls before God.

250th birthday celebrations get under way

Gottlieb (Amadé) Mozart was born 250 

years ago last Friday, January 27. He 

lived just under years; fortunately, 

got off early start and pro- 
duced some of Western music’s most rav- 
ishing and profound works, compositions 
earthy humanity and unearthly spiritu- 
ality, works radical simplicity and mind- 
bending, heart-expanding complexity. 
celebration this landmark anniversary, 
phonies and concertos, chamber music and 
operas. We could have worse years. 

Emmanuel Music, the organization re- 
sponsible under the more-than-three- 
decade directorship pianist and conduc- 
tor Craig Smith for some Boston’s 
greatest Mozart performances, began its 
Mozart celebration the birthdate itself. 
Pianist Russell Sherman perhaps Em- 
manuel’s most frequent guest its long 
history Mozart-birthday tributes (his 
recording Mozart’s C-minor and D-mi- 
nor Piano Concertos, with Smith and the 
Emmanuel Orchestra, magnificent 
testament to their collaboration), and he 
returned launch major Mozart project 
the performance and recording five 
concerts that will include all Mozart’s 
piano sonatas (the remaining concerts are 
February 25, March 11, April 22, and May 6) 
plus concert version Die 
(April and 30). 

Let’s get the quibbles over with. Em- 
manuel Church isn’t the most intimate 
concert venue, and its uneven acoustics are 
hurdle for both audiences and performers. 
Sitting about halfway back, felt too far 
away from the piano, and the impetu- 
ous, even peremptory rush the fast move- 
ments first three sonatas 
details were getting lost. Friends sitting 
closer loved Sherman’s fleetness and delica- 
but were distracted the clanking 
heating pipes (which I couldn’t hear at all). 
I’m one the few people know who actu- 
ally enjoys the speed Glenn Gould’s ec- 
centric Mozart sonata recordings (Gould 
said didn’t like Mozart’s sonatas); 
makes the sonatas sound like silent-movie 
music, Keystone Kops chases. Sherman 
clearly loves this music and seemed swept 
away it, revealing passing some star- 
tling harmonic clashes the inner voices. 
The finales were mercurial, sometimes 
teasing. the slow movements, Sherman 
was also searching, prefiguring his play- 
ing the Adagio the F-major Sonata the 
exquisite slow movement Mozart’s A-ma- 
jor Piano Concerto, K.488 (which Richard 
Goode played with Bernard Haitink and the 


K.488 Russell Sherman play it, but prefigured 
the slow movement.

But Mozart’s subtle, intimate, inward-look- 
ing concerto works just fine with piano 
and one string part. The playing all 
parts was marvel warmth, tenderness, 
and character. Four years before nozze Fi- 
garo you could hear Figaro’s capering comedy, 
and the sadness that comedy hides. Sher- 
man always thinking, you hear his mind 
working, which means that his playing 
always alive, in the moment.

missioned for the BSO’s 
soth anniversary. 
(Haitink told WGBH pro- 
ducer Brian Bell that what 
made the program fit to- 
gether was that these were all good pieces.) 
Ravel’s showpiece was brilliant appeal- 
ingly understated way (with lively castanets 
suggesting the Spanish setting). Elizabeth 
Rowe, playing the flute part Debussy’s in- 
sinuating interpretation Mallarmé’s fa- 
mous poem about erotic frustration, sound- 
ed more distant and chaste than sexy, plac- 
ing the piece faraway pastoral dream 
world.
